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AESTHETICS FOR ALL 
THERE is a possibility that the first 


convention of the National Art Education 


Association, which brought together 1,500 


art teachers in New York, 
will 
be 
the 


m eans of a far wider appreciation than 


ever before of the visual arts, including 


painting, sculpture and architecture. At its 


opening session Dr. Irwin Edm an, profes­ 


sor of philosophy at Columbia University, 


both admonished and encouraged the art 
teachers. 


Dr. Edm an deplored what he said was a 


prevalent notion that art education was 
“ education in a private jargon of aesthetic 
snobs.” 


Probably a majority of educated adults 


find them selves with serious gaps in what 
ought to be a well rounded training. Miss­ 
ing m ay be an adequate appreciation of 
these arts or of m usic or a general know­ 
ledge of the developm ent of the physical 
sciences. 


As concerns beauty and significance that 
the eye can behold with understanding, Dr. 
Edm an chided both teachers and artists for 
not making aesthetic values the property 
of the ordinary laym an. 


Possible or not, that is a worthy concept, 
even though those who get this knowledge 
from others have no training of the hands 
a s well as the eyes. A fairly general love of 
the beautiful, abhorrence of the ugly, aver­ 
sion to the m erely banal could go a long 
w ay toward freeing the 
individual from 
clogging by standardization. 


RUSSIA’S CANALS 
THE Soviet Union is currently engaged 
In building a vast canal system by which 
ocean-going naval and m erchant vessels 
m ay be moved from the Black Sea to the 
Baltic, or vice versa, next year. This 
would elim inate the p r e s e n t circuitous 
route through the Atlantic and the Mediter­ 
ranean. 


The canals are to connect the B a’tic, by 
lakes and rivers, down Volga and the Don 
rivers, with both the Caspian and the Black 
seas. The reds boast Moscow will 
be 
a 
port for five se a s. 
Approximately 26,000 
m iles of riverways are involved. Russia is 
ice-bound for many years, and Sum m er 
drouths often m ake rivers unusable. 
But 
the reds are working on huge reservoirs 
which they hope will, in six years, provide 
a constant flow of water for rivers. 
This project would make Russian trans­ 
portation more flexible in case of war. R us­ 
sia m ay attempt to conquer Denm ark and 
the Scandinavian Peninsula, as well as to 
take over Greece, Turkey and Asia Minor 
—thus gaining access to the Atlantic and 
the Mediterranean. The fear of a t o m i c 
bombing could be the deterrent. 


Mrs. E m ily M. Bullitt writes the editor 
of the Louisville Courier-Journal about m e 
as follows: 


“ The other night Mr. Sokolsky riddled 
our governm ent with charges of inefficien­ 
cy, cunning and a program Red to t h e 
teeth. Not content with attacking the pres­ 
ent regim e, he encom passed the past 18 
: years. 


“This is a free country. We have chosen 
our leaders. We have free 
speech. 
Just 
how far one m ay go in attacking his coun­ 
try in tim e of extrem e danger I do not 
know. There is such a thing as treason. 
People have been hanged for it.” 


Yes, people have been hanged for m any 
things and burned at the stake and tortur­ 
ed. But that never solved anybodvs prob­ 
lems. It only m eant that one person was 
hurt, but the question of truth rem ained. 


I did not m ake World War II nor did I 
compose the com prom ises of Teheran and 
Yalta. At m ost I can report them 
a n d 
their consequences. But even if I did not re­ 
port them , the consequences would be the 
sam e. There are 60,000 casualties in Korea 
who are w itnesses to those consequences. 


Someone is to blam e for the Korean war. 
There is a long history of Com m unism in 
China, at least 30 years of it. I know m any 
of those m en, having seen them grow up 
from schoolboys to fanatical M arxists. 


The State Department has called them 
“Agrarian 
reform ers,” 
but 
they 
were 
Marxists, their leaders were 
trained 
in 
Russia and whoever says it differently is 
not telling the truth. 


It does no good to try to suppress the 
truth to save anyone’s political skin. What 
we need to save is our country and o u r 
civilization. 


! 
Our civilization has been developing for 
som e 6,000 years around the hard core of 
revealed natural law. Really, Mrs. Bullitt, 
it would m atter little if I were hanged; the 
natural law will survive little folks like us, 
who m ay desert the truth to serve our con­ 
venience and necessity. No extrem e dan­ 
ger faces our country except the danger 
that our people have departed from our 
traditions and have deserted their God for 
a life of ease and softness. 


You worry about m y speaking of “ inef­ 
ficiency, cunning and a program Red to 
j the teeth.” This is m y business. For 
in­ 
stance, I would like to know why we need 
to have the inflation through which t h i s 
' country is now passing when the govern­ 
ment is com pletely in control of the move- 
I m ent of currency and has the power to con­ 
trol prices and w ages. 


Look at the slow motion of control. Now, 
I do not advocate a controlled economy, 
being a good, old-fashioned 19th Century 
liberal, but it has been voted that we are to 
have a controlled econom y. 
Actually what we have is anarchy, 
an 
econom y controlled neither by the law of 
supply and demand nor by government 
fiat, but by com prom ises which squeeze 
our people between high cost of living and 
high taxes.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Tests to Determine Hemophilia 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


FOR many years hemophilia 
was considered a rare disease, but 
today we realize th a t it is far 
from uncommon and may exist 
in such a mild form th a t tre a t­ 
m ent is not required except on 
infrequent occasions. Even those 
who have a moderate form of the 
disease m ay be free from bleeding 
for relatively long periods, such 
as a year or more. 
Modern research on blood com­ 
position has also done m uch to 
take th e mystery out of this dis­ 
order. Its victims are born with a 
deficiency of an im p ortan t blood 
com ponent known as throm bo- 
plastinogen, which plays an im ­ 
p o rta n t role In the clotting of the 
blood. W ithout It. the blood does 
no t clot as it should, and people 
who have this deficiency are thus 
subject to attacks of abnorm al 
bleeding. 
Easy bruising after a slight in ­ 
jury is commonly noted. It is not 
unusual in a person so affected 
to have m any black and blue 
spots, which are due to bleeding 
into or under the skin. Abnormal 
bleeding after a tooth is pulled, 
or after a slight operation, often 
is a sign of the disease. Bleeding 
into the Joints also occurs in some 
cases. 
Hemophilia may be diagnosed 
by certain tests m ade of the 
blood. The first of these is the 
coagulation time, th a t Is, d eter­ 
m ination of the length of time It 
takes for the blood to clot. A 
longer time th an norm al occurs 
in those suffering from hem o­ 
philia. 
The second test is known as the 
prothrom bin consumption test. 
This is done by drawing blood, 
putting it into test tubes, and 
measuring the am ount of pro- 
ihrombin in the blood serum. In 
w tie n ts with hemophilia, the 


amount cf prothrom bin is greater 
th a n normal. 
In treating hemophilia, the 
first requirement is to control the 
bielding. This can be done by the 
application of cold, and by pres­ 
sure and rest. Heat should never 
be applied to injured areas. In 
certain locations, such as a tooth 
socket, the application of a sub­ 
stance which is known as fibrin 
foam may be useful. 
Blood Plasma 
Another 
im portant form of 
treatm ent Is the giving of injec­ 
tions of whole blood or of blood 
plasma Into a vein. Normal blood 
plasma contains m oderate ab un ­ 
dance of the proihrom boplastln- 
ogen which is lacking in the 
hemophiliac. W hen there seems 
to be an increase in the tendency 
to bleed, such Injections may be 
im portant. Vitamin C, in large 
doses, may be useful. Vitamin K 
is of no special help A substance 
known as rutin may also be help­ 
ful, smce It lessens the weakness 
in the tiny blood vessels. 
The first danger from hem o­ 
philia is the presence of blood 
clots in various parts of the body. 
For example, any bleeding into 
the throat or floor of the m outh 
is 
particularly 
serious. 
Large 
blood clots, deep in the tissues, 
may cause wasting of the muscles 
and pressure on nerves.

Brush-Clearing 
Said Needed In 
Southwest Area 


WASHINGTON, April 16—Ag­ 
riculture officials say the U.S. 
could produce 500 million more 
pounds of beef annually simply 
by clearing southwestern range­ 
land of brush. 
This information comes at a 
time when government officials 
are gravely concerned about ob­ 
taining enough m eat to fill the 
greatly expanding consum er de­ 
mand for m eat products and at 
a time when all resources 
are 
to be tapped for the defense ef­ 
fort. 
The government officials s a y 
that during the last 50 y e a r s 
more than IOO million acres of 
good rangeland in the southwest 
has 
bern over-run 
by 
various 
kinds of range-brush and ruined 
for cattle. 
R. M. Salter, chief of the bu­ 
reau of plant industry, estim ates 
that 
“ removal of brush from 
this range land would provide po­ 
tentially an additional 500 
mil­ 
lion pounds of beef annually.” 
Salter has presented the facts 
to Congress. Ile says a b r u s h 
cleanup cam paign is urgent and 
asked the legislators to provide 
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erage of 65.000 a month. The av­ 
erage for the first three months 
of the year was 86.660 a month.
